"DURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  38  of 
-L  the  “  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,”

The  rate  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the 
owners  of  animals  slaughtered  and  carcasses  there¬ 
of  disposed  of  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
Id  (1)  of  said  Act  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent, 
of  the  valuation  fixed  by  the  Inspector ;  such  valu¬ 
ation  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 


($100)  for  grade  animals  and  one  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  ($100)  for  pure-bred  registered  ani¬ 
mals,  and  to  be  computed  on  a  basis  of  age,  utility, 
conformation,  and  blood  lines. 

(2.)  No  compensation  shall  be  paid  in  respect 
to  the  slaughter  of  any  animal  imported  from  with¬ 
out  the  Province,  unless  such  animal  has  been  kept 
within  the  Province  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and 
unless,  within  sixty  days  prior  to  importation  into 
tin*  Province,  had  been  subjected  to  a  tuberculin 
test,  administered  by  a  duly  appointed  Inspector  of 
the  Health  of  Animals  Branch  of  the  Dominion 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  had  been  found  to 
be  free  from  tuberculosis.
